Second-Growth Forests 
Reaching Harvest Age

Most of the state forests in 
Crawford County have been 
growing undisturbed since they 
sprang up from burned-over 
land in the early 1900’s. 

Consequently, for years, ‘‘ad- 
jacent to state land” has been a 
positive selling point in real 
estate ads and county residents 
as well as tourists have regar- 
ded state forests as their

hiking, picnicing, foraging for 
wild foods, and other outdoor 
activities. 

Property owners will still 
probably want to be next to 
state land and the outdoor ac- 
tivities won’t cease, but the 
forests won’t be growing undis- 
turbed for too much longer. 

The second-growth forests 
are reaching old age and the 
state can reap millions of 
dollars by cutting the trees 
before they rot or fall over. 

“This could be the beginning 
of very good economic times for 
Crawford County,” says Don 
Torchia, Department of 
Natural Resources Unified 
Area Forest Manager of Craw- 
ford and Roscommon counties, 

Jack pine, abundant in Craw- 
ford County, has always been in 
demand as pulpwood for paper, 
and recent _ technological 
changes have created a demand 
for aspen and oak as well. 

“For years, we couldn't give 


apiece.” 

Already the increased 
demand for wood has put more 
than $1 million in current tim- 
ber sale contracts for the two 
counties in Torchia’s file 
cabinet at the DNR field office 
in Roscommon. Thirteen years 
ago, timber sales in the entire 
state barely topped $1 million. 

And Torchia estimates only 50 
to 65 percent of the state-owned 


“We could sell more permits 
to cut this timber if we had 
more manpower.” 


Torchia even says the state is 


losing money because it can’t 
cut all the trees ready for har- 
vest. 

“Timber isn’t like having 
money in the bank,’ Torchia 
says. “It doesn’t bring in more 
money the longer you let it sit 
there.” 

“Over-mature trees rot in the 
middle and begin to fall over in 
a few years. They lose their 
value very quickly.” 

Most of the oak, aspen, 
maple, and jack pine in the 
county is 55 to 60 years old — 
right about the best age for har- 
vesting. This time, however, the 
trees won't be all cut within a 
few years as the giant 200-foot 
white and red pines were a cen- 
tury ago. 

The DNR has divided Craw- 
ford County into more than 100 
compartments and only small 


and young, growing trees. 

Hardwood areas will usually 
be clearcut and jack pine areas 
will usually be cut and thea 
burnt. 

“Tf a healthy aspen is cut, the 
ruot system from, tha? one tree 
will send up a 1000 sprouts for 
100 feet around the stump,” 
Torchia said. ‘Let the tree 
grow old and fall over and there 
will be hardly any new sprouts 


said, ‘‘and as for burning jack 
pine, it’s the best way to pop 
open those cones and prepare 
the soil for the seeds.” 

When the DNR allows clear- 
cutting, it leaves up to a 200-foot 
buffer of mature trees to screen 
the clearcutting area from 
roads or rivers and lakes, In ten 
years, a young forest has 
usually grown up high even on 
poor soils and the timber near 
the road can be cut. 

On the economic side, the 
money for timber taken from 
state lands will go to the state, 
but wood processing plants, 
such as the new Weyerhaeuser 
plant, and logging crews could 
bring a lot of money into the 
county. 

On the recreational side, the 
private-playground era appears 
to nearing an end as second- 
growth forests reach old age, 
and a new era of planned forest 
management — one that hopes 
to accommodate a growing

Legislature Looks To Fall For 
Tax And Business Issues

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Legislative leaders are looking to the 
fall session to deal with the ever present 
issues of taxes and economic develop- 
ment as the summer session ended with 
little results in those areas. 

Leaders, however, promised to con- 
tinue working throughout the summer on 
business and other issues. 

The first six months of the 81st 
session was marked by the development 
of the doomed Proposal A and a Detroit 
aid package. Leaders labelled the session 
a “difficult and frustrating one.”’ 

During the waning hours of the 
session, rumors filtered through the Capi- 
tol Building that a final push would be at- 
tempted to gain property tax relief prior 
to the summer recess. 

House and Senate Republican and 
Democratic caucuses all had plans they 
thought were what Michigan citizens 
wanted and demanded. 

A possible struggle in the House over 
the property tax plan did not develop as 
Democrats decided to appoint a special 
task force to work over the summer to 
recommend a property tax proposal for 
fall. 

That task force will consist of just 
Democrats - the Democratic members of 
the House Taxation Committee and a 
cross-section of other caucus members. 

House Speaker Bobby Crim called the 
session extremely frustrating and predic- 
ted the fall session could be difficult as 
well, 

He said it was clear that any property 
tax reform would have to be done legis- 
latively as the voters have consistently 
turned down the property tax issues on 
the ballot. 

House Republican Leader William 
Bryant said despite the emphasis on 
property taxes, the Legislative leaders 
must not forget an earlier commitment to 
spend the summer developing ideas to 
improve the state’s business climate. 


Governor William G. Milliken said he 
welcomes the legislative initiatives on 
taxes, without stating an endorsement of 
any of the tax packages. 

He said a tax cut proposal “is an ap- 
propriate issue for the fall session. The 
most important issue is an economic 
growth package.” 

Milliken said he would have more to 
say on economic growth proposals as the 
Legislature returns for the fall session. 

New Tax Petition Drive Begins 

A petition drive has been launched 
seeking a vote on an amendment to 
eliminate business taxes, cut income 
taxes while protecting funds for schools, 
local government and public and mental 
health. 

Dick Jacobs of Grand Blanc, leader of 
the drive, said the amendment is needed 
in order to re-stimulate the state’s 
economy. 

Because of the deep cuts in revenue 
and the restrictions against cutting ap- 
propriations in specified areas, the pro- 
posed amendment would probably mean 
dramatic cuts in welfare programs. 

Other large spending areas not pro- 
tected include prisons and natural resour- 
ces, 

The amendment would cut income tax 
rates from 4.6 to 4 percent while in- 
creasing the personal exemption by 40 
percent and providing further increases in 
the exemption tied to cost of living in- 
creases, 

Further the amendment would repeal 
the Single Business Tax and prohibit any 
successor taxes. Any new and increased 
taxes would have to be approved by a 
majority vote of the people. 


Hikes in fees, tuition and user charges’ 


would be limited to any increase due to 
the rate of inflation. 

Separate funds would be created for 
operation of K-12 schools, institutions of 
higher education and school retirement.

Solid Waste Act Rules Costly 


By State Rep. Ralph Ostling 


An enormous arnount of legis- 
lative time is occupied with 
proposed regulations to admin- 
ister the state’s solid waste act, 
otherwise known as Public Act 
(P.A.) 641, 

Literally mountains of paper 
have been written on the sub- 
ject and the latest proposed 
rules submitted by the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) ran to 40 
pages. 

Yet, as cumbersome and 
lengthy as these rules are — 
and whatever that portends for 
cities, townships, counties and 
industries trying to live within 
them - my main concern in 
reviewing these rules is the 
tremendous cost involved. 

For example, one lower 
peninsula company testified 
that the requirement for ‘“‘pea 
stones” over the mandatory 
clay liner were more rigorous 
than for the disposal of hazar- 
dous waste. Moreover, it would 
cost the firm $250,000 to do it the 
way the DNR prescribed in the 
rules, 

Yet another example of the 
cost is a communication 
received from the Washtenaw 
County Board of Com- 
missioners. The county, of 
which Ann Arbor is the seat, 
said the rules would cost the 
county $100,000. The com- 
missioners complained that the 
county - one much more pros- 
perous than those which are 
common in the North - could not 
afford such costs. 

Another concern of mine 
about the DNR written rules is 
the arbitrary, even high handed 
manner in which the agency 
developed the rules. 

A downstate state senator 
told me that he and his office set 
up a year’s worth of time con- 
suming meetings with DNR of- 
ficials and county officials in his 
district. As he told me, he didn’t 
believe the rules would be 
favorable to his rural district 


but he did believe the DNR had 
truly listened and the rules 
would be workable. 

He was stunned - and angry - 
to find out that when released 
the rules made no special pro- 
visions for the predominant soil 
conditions found in his district. 

In a letter to planning direc- 
tors in his district, he reflected 
on his experience with the DNR 
and sadly reported that “hours 
of testimony and volumes of 
correspondence from the affec- 
ted counties have been totally 
dismissed in one administrative 
decision by the DNR. It is un- 
conscionable and only 
heightens the distrust and dis- 
dain exhibited to the Depar- 
tment by a growing number of 
citizens.” 

The cost to businesses and 
local governments, the manner 
in which the DNR developed the 
rules, and the continuing in- 


transigence on the part of the 
DNR to pay for the landfill sites 
required by the rules are the 
main reasons I voted against 
the rules last month. 

The entire experience in 
reviewing these rules twice in 
five months is yet another con- 
firmation of the'sad state of af- 
fairs inthe DNR. 

It is a department which con- 
tinues to operate almost com- 
pletely out of control and whose 
only answer to cries for help to 
get Michigan moving again 
seems to be to launch an expen- 
sive, $175,000 PR campaign. 

That isn’t the answer and I 
will continue to vote against the 
rules until such time as they are 


easily workable by local govet- ’ 


nments, are reasonable in cost 
for industry and they contain a 
sound mechanism for helping 
counties pay for the sites the 
DNR requires.

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Sandy Soil Doesn’t Defeat... 7-42," Pa et, 
Grayling Gardener - . 


By Jon Thompson 


Within the city limits of Gray- 
ling, a lush, productive garden 
has risen above the sandy soil 
and harsh climate that has 
defeated hundreds of gardeners 
in the county over the years. 

“For ten years, my garden 
was awful like most everyone 
else’s in Crawford County,” Al 
Stephan said. “Then I sub- 
scribed to Organic Gardening 
magazine and followed their 
methods.” 

The organic practices have 
helped produce successful gar- 
dens for twenty years in a row 
for Stephan, This year, he had a 
large harvest of peas by July 8 
and his corn was way past knee 
high by the Fourth of July. An- 
nually he grows enough beans, 
corn, carrots, potatoes, 
tomatoes, and just about every 
vegetable that grows in Michi- 
gan to last his wife and himself 
for the entire year. And he has 
enough left over to give to other 

members of his family in Gray- 
ling. 

Stephan said the key to a good 
garden is building up the sandy 
soil, 

“The soil here needs organic 
matter,” he said. ‘Anyone 
willing to make the effort to 
build up their soil can have a 
decent garden.” 

Stephan said his garden now 


containing lots of humus. He 

built the soil up by dumping any, 
average of 150 bags of leaves 
every year on his garden for the’ 
last 15 years. 

He puts the leaves on his gar- : 
den as mulch during the hot 
summer months and by the next’ 
year, the leaves have worked : 
their way into the soil. 

“A lot of people like to mix j 
leaves with manure in a pile § : 
and Jeave it rot,” Stephan said. : 
“But for me, mulching seems t 
be the easiest way to doit.” 

With the thick mulch around . ees 
his plants, Stephan has only had 
to water his garden three times « 
this year. But during the hot 
part of the summer, Stephan # 
will water his garden every ¢ 
three days if there’s no rain. 

“Very seldom will we hav 
enough rain in the summer to go § 
without watering your garden,’ 
he said. 

When he does water his gar 
den, Stephan waters it heavily 
leaving his sprinklers on for two 
to three hours. : 

His sprinklers also help § 
Stephan extend the growing 
season for his garden. 

“If you keep your sprinklers 
on during a cold night, they will 
help fend off about six to eight 
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POT 
potatoes, just one of dozens of plants in his garden.

sprinklers when the tempera- 
ture dropped to 34 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Stephan plants earlier than 
many people in the county. He 
had his corn in by May 10th this 
year and one year he planted 
peas in the middle of April. 

He doesn’t have a rule of 
thumb, however, about plan- 
ting. He said soil temperature is 
the main condition to consider. 
He doesn’t use thermometers to 
check the soil temperature. In- 
stead, he relies on his feel for 
when the temperature is right. 


“When you walk around in the 
garden barefoot and it feels 
good, you know the soil’s pretty 
warm,” Stephan quipped. 


Stephan also grows apples, 
pears, plums, cherries, rasp- 
berries, strawberries, and owns 
honey bees besides growing 
every vegetable used in his kit- 
chen. 

It seems fitting that a descen- 
dant of one of the first settlers of 
Grayling has learned how to 
work with the land to produce 
one of the best gardens in the 
area.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

Large birds are not uncom- 
mon in this County, and we are 
all familiar with various hawks, 
owls, buzzards, eagles and 
whatnot. One of the most secre- 
tive birds in this area is the 
Pileated Woodpecker which, 
despite its size, is especially 
adept at staying out of sight. 
This is a woodpecker of the Big 
Timber and as our area forest 
gets older, its numbers will 
probably increase. The ‘‘Cock- 
of-the-Woods,” as some call the 
species, is from 15 to 19 inches 
long with a wingspan to 30 in- 
ches, making this the largest of 
our woodpeckers. Overall, the 
bird is pretty much black with 
white stripes on the neck, con- 
spicuous white wing linings 
which show in flight, and a very 
prominent red crest. 

Where it works on 4 tree in 
search of carpenter ants, it 
creates a large, rectangular- 
shaped hole (other wood- 
peckers make round holes). 
Near the bottom of the tree, you 
will discover large wood chips 
or splinters which its powerful 
beak has removed. The nest is 
usually in a large tree 
anywhere from 12 to 60 feet 
above ground with a cavity up 
to 30 inches deep. In this hole, 3 
or 4 white eggs are laid and hat- 
ched by both adults. Incubation, 
according to one source, takes 
18 days, with most nesting ac- 
tivity in May. 

While I cannot guarantee you 
will see one of our resident 
Pileated Woodpeckers if you 
visit the Hartwick Pines. I can 
say this is a good area in which 
to look. Perhaps you can add it 
to your Life List while you visit 
the Tall Timber.
